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Witness in Plot Investigation Hints a Cuban Link 


CCLUMBUS, Ohio, April 3 
(AP; — Vague references to 
Cuba and to an investigation 
into the assassination of Presi- 
dent Kennedy highlighted a 
court appearance today by a. 
former night club operator. 

Th? references were made by 
tGordm Novel, 29 years old. He 
rema ned in jail in lieu of $10,000 
bond after appearing in Colum- 
bus municipal court on a fugi- 
tive charge filed formally today 
by tbe police from suburban 
Gaha nna, where he was arrested 
Saturday night. 

Mr. Novel was picked up at 
the request of the New Orleans 
district attorney, Jim Garrison, 
who wants him as a witness in 
his ir.quiry into the Kennedy as- 
sassination.. The fugitive charge 
stemmed, however, from a 
count of conspiring to commit 
burglary, which Mr. Garrison 
also : filed. 

Mr. Novel showed up before 
Judg? Wilbur Shull without a 
lawyer and began arguing his 
own case for a low bond. 

“I used to do work for Gar- 
rison in fact, I did some of the 
inves tigating in this so-called 
plot. I’ve got a lot of charges 


of my own to make about him,” e 
'he said. . i 

Mr. Shull interrupted before t 
he could say any more. i 

It was the first indication . 
Mr. Novel might have been part *• 
of the Garrison investigation. 

Later Mr. Novel said he had c 
heard it said that he planned a 
to return to New Orleans vol- j 
untarily but, “I did not intend 
to do that because of this r 
Cuban ...” c 

This time his attorney, Jerry I 
Weiner, interrupted and si- j 
lenced Novel. Mr. Weiner ap- c 
peared in court while Mr. Novel 
was talking. I 

Technically, the municipal \ 
court case was continued for s 
30 days. But Mr. Veiner said r 
the extradition proceedings 
probably would supplant further t 
action in municipal court. He h 
noted that extradition papers 3 
had not arrived at the office j 
of Gov. James A. Rhodes. 

Mr. Rhodes’ chief aide, John z 
McElroy, said that requests for c 
extradition were rarely refused, i 
but that it could take weeks. 1
